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“The Senate To The Revive 


(From the Calgary Albertan) 


Three cheers for the Canadian Senate! 
It has proved that it can indeed be a cham- 
pion of the people of Canada-and that it is 
not just a rubber stamp for the government. 

Parliament is revising the Criminal 
Code. Justice Minister Garson, on behalf of 
the government, had the code re-written, 
new sections'added and obsolete ones deleted. 
A Senate committee is going through his 
draft of it. . It made three changes which are 
highly important and greatly beneficial ‘to 
the people. It is to be hoped now that the 
whole Senate will concur in these improve- 
ments, and that the Commons will also 
ratify the changes. 

Mr. Garson wanted the law of contempt 
of court left as it is. The Albertan has ob- 
jected to it. It gives a judge power to pass 
any sentence he wishes on any person who 
in his opinion expresses contempt~of his 
court. And there is no appeal. The pub- 
lic is completely at the mercy of the judges. 
They are not governed by law, in this re- 
spect, but by their ulcers. 

The Senate committee wants to estab- 
lish the right of appeal. If the offence is 
committed in the court the sentence may be 
appealed, it says. If it is committed out of 
court, both the sentence and the authority 
of the judge. may be appealed. High time. 

Then the Senate committee objected to 
a section designating the Royal Canadian | 
Mounted Police, along with the army, navy 
and air force; as the “armed forces’ of Can- 
ada. This established the RCMP as a miili- 
tary force, Senators thought. They didn’t 
like it. Nor do we. The internal police 
forces in Canada must always be civilian in 
every respect. Canadians don’t want the 
“armed forces’? doing .civilian. police duties. 
That’s. not what. they’re for. Leave the 
RCMP alone, we say. 

And thirdly, the Senate committee voted 
to change the section on treason, over Mr. 
Garson’s vigorous and specific objection. 

He had set it down as treason if any 
Canadian passed information to another 


country that “is likely to be prejudicial to | 


the safety or interests of Canada.” And 
treason, of course, is punishable by death. 
This is altogether too broad, said the 
Senators. If somebody sent agricultural in- 
formation to Argentina which would help 
her to compete more strongly against Cana- 
dian wheat or livestock in world markets, it 
would “likely be prejudicial to the interests 
of Canada” and therefore the guilty person

Some will remember the time when the 
provincial government collected its own. in- 
come -tax. The last year 
1941-42, when the total amount they re- 
ceived was $2,241,000, or $2.84 per..person, 
or $14.20 for.the average family of five per- 
representing SPPFORURATAY, 8% of 
their total revenue.

The Wild-Oat—Our Worst Weed 


The Wild Oat, it is generally 
jagreed,-is the worst weed in West- 
j ern Canada. 

Duting the past 7 or 8 years there 
has been a tremendous increase in 
the interest in weed-control due to 
the development of various weed 
{control chemicals. Most of the com- 
mon broa¢-leaved weeds can now 
be controlled effectively and eco- 
{nomically by «chemical means. So 
far the wild oat has remained un- 
affected by any chemical except the 
more costly soil sterilants. 

Many Chemicals Tested. This 
situation may not, however, last 
'much longer. «Weed investigators, 
}encouraged by their success ‘with 
on other weeds and 
| alarmed by the terrific losses due to 
wild oats, are concentrating their 
| efforts toward the develépment of a 
| chemical that will control this costly 
;weed. In the meantime cultural 
_methods provide the only means of 
controlling wild oats. 

Cultural Control. A study of wild 
| oat seeds shows that they germinate 

' readily during the cool’ weather of 
‘early Spring. Few will germinate, 
| however, after the temperature of 
the soil has reached 50°F or_higher. 
This occurs usually between May 15 
and June Ist, depending on the 
, Beason. Early Spring tillage and 
delayed seeding of an early matur- 
ing crop will destroy many wild 
oats, and allow a relatively clean 
crop to be grown even on heavily 
infested fields. 

Clean, Good Seed Important. Seed 
drill surveys have shown that mil- 
lions of wild oat seeds are returned 
to the soil in “dirty” seed each 
year in Western Canada. Clean, 
high-germinating, properly treated 
seed ig a vital link in weed control. 
Good seed and efficient and timely 
cultivation will reduee the popula- 
tion of wild oats and other weeds 
in growing crops, and make for a 
better, more prosperous agriculture 
in Western Canada.
